Robert Floury, the French artist, 
who is no win his eightieth your, is 
painting a work for tho Philadelphia 
Exposition illustrating the visit of 
Benjamin Franklin at tho French 
court iu tho last clays of his life. 

On tho '2'Jth of August, tho coach- 
men of Paris celebrated the anniver- 
sary of their patron saint, Fiacre, who 
it appears, waa born in Ireland about 
the year 600. He established a hos- 
pital in France for pilgrims, travellers, 
and tho poor, ami the vehicles used 
to carry them to the institution were 
called after his name, and the word has 
since bocome general for public car- 
riages. 

A. letter from Cologne to the "Pall 
Mall Gazette" gives an account of 
"une cloche qui boude." The sulky 
boll is tho one which Master Hanim 
was ordered to cast after the war for 
the Cathedral of Cologne it was to 
be called tho Emperor's Bell, and the 
military authorities made over to them 
'22 bronze guns captured from tho 
French. . Some of these pieces were 
taken in tho seventeenth century, and 
were selected so that the bronze which 
probably served to ravage the Pala- 
tiuo should bo forced to celebrate tho 
power and glory of tho Gorman Em- 
pire. "To such a length," observes 
a French,writer, "can our conquerors 
carry their hatred and secular malico. " 
Master IJaniui Hung no loss than. 50,- 
000 pounds of bronze into tho furnace, 
but for want of proper precaution, tho 
mould was broken. A second attempt 
succeeded hotter, but still tho bell 
was very defective, and it had a false 
sound. A third effort was made, and 
this time tho boll was properly cast 
and was accepted by the experts. 
There is. a long description of how 
this monster was raised to its present 
position, and of tho inscriptions it 
bears, ope — "I am called tho Empor- 
or's bell, and I sound his praise. I 
am placed in a holy tower, and I de- 
mand peace for tho German Empire 
and force to defend itsolf. May God 
grant both!" On the 16th of July tho 
touguo of the great bell was duly at- 
tached, and 35 Teutons sot tho pon 
dorous mass in motion, but, alas! it 
uttered no sound; tho tongue moved, 
but did not striko the bell. Several 
now attempts have boon made, and 
upon one occasion only has a spnrid 
been elicited — "a sound deep ancl low 
like a sigh or a groan." Tho . good 
souls of Cologno aro apparently con r 

'ced that the boll will remain inute 
until Germany has ceased to por^ecuto 
'the Church, and good souls n'ovo bo-, 
lieve that oven French bronzfl is . bo : 
patriotic that it refuses to ring but' the 
praises of tho German Emperor and 
peal over the Palatinate tho disasters 
of Franco.

" OUT OF THE DEPTHS. " 

The crowds of people who repaired 
to tho wharf Inst evening as the steam- 
ship Gussio Telfair camo alongside, the 
anxious faces, and tho impatient in- 
quiries as to the result of the mission 
to tho scone of tho wreck, evinced tho 
hold that the mournful event has tak- 
en upon the public mind, and tho 
anxiety felt to know all tho circum- 
stances connected with it. There wore 
fathers and brothers and husbands on 
that wharf who had loved ones on 
board tho doomed ship, and when in 
answer to a question one of tho deck- 
hands said, "We've got two men and 
a woman, dead, and no ono else," the 
reply must have fallen like a knell 
upon the hearts of all who had hoped 
as it were against hopo that 
some at least of tho joyous 
crowd who idled the ill-starred 
steamship whon she departed from 
tho harbor six days before would bo 
restored to the arms of their friends. 
Alas! it was decreed otherwise; and 
as the fitful rays of tho lanterns foil 
on the faces present it seemed as if all 
Victoria had gathered there to mourn. 
Before the boat was made fast tho eag- 
er throng passed over tho guards and 
rushed back to the spot where 
three narrow, mound-like something 
oovared with tarpaulins showed that there 
lay tho remains of throe human boiii^s 
■who, with 300 others, full of life aud en- 
ergy, sailed away from this port a few 
days before. How still they lay ou the 
deck of the steamer! So cold! So mo- 
tionless! '■ After life's fitful fever they 
sleep well!" One of the faces was that of 
a man who had passed his prime, with 
grey hair and beard, but with u poworful, 
muscular frame, wlo must have fought 
h»rd with death and yielded to tho Dread 
Oonqueror only aftor a long struggle. 
Another was that of a middle aged, strong 
man evidently trained to hard work. 
The laBt was that of a young woman, - 
perhaps 25 years of age. A pleasant, win 
some face it must have been in life, and 
crowned with a wealth of sunny hair. Ah! 
how the hearts of the hundreds who bent 
ovor that inanimate form and scanned 
those foatures for a trace of resoinblanco 
to some loved one known to have been 
on board the ill-fated ship, throbbed 
with emotion. It seemed sad indeed that 
no one recognized tho corpse — that 
amid the throng that camo to look 
at tho far.o of the dead there was not one 
who cor.ld say, "that was my daughter," 
or "my wife," or "my sistor, who was 
lost in the Pacific." As tho corpse lay 
there so still, and whito and quioc, it ap- 
peared to make a mute appeal for recog- 
nition; but person after person Bhook his 
head and turned nway. At last when it 
seemed that the body would |be classed 
among the "unknown dead," there came 
a prominent citiaen who said, "that lady 
slept at my house, and with her husband 
and child on Thursday morning last, 
sailed in tho Pacific for Han 
Francisco." And all seemed reliev- 
ed to know that at last tho corpse hud 
found some ono to olaim it! As to the 
cause of the disaster, there is still a doubt 
expressed whether tho steamer collided 
with another, struck a rook, or dropped 
to pieces. But ono thing appears but 
too evident, aftor the thorough examina- 
tion made in the locality, that all, save 
the two persons whose rescue is already 
recorded, of the persons who sailed in the 
Pacific have met a watery grave, aud that 
the history of the wreck will never bo 
written until "the sea gives up its dead."

FARM AND GARDEN- 

Fifteen thousand animals are afl'uct- 
by foot and mouth disease in Dorset- 
shire, Eug. 

All vegetables should bo washed in 
hot water lirst to cleanse thorn for 
cooking. Insects, sand, dirt, etc., are 
loosonod by heat. 

When milk sours, scalding water 
will render it sweet again. Tho whey 
separates from tho curd, and tho for- 
mer is better than shortening in broad. 

M. Sarco, a professor at Noufchatol, 
has found a plan for keeping eggs. 
Whilo they aro fresh ho coats thorn 
with paraffins, and they aro said to 
koop without any trace of change for 
two years. 

There soom to bo few pooplo who 
know it, but it is nevertheless true, 
that if you hold botwoen your teoth a 
pair of scissors, a steel knife, or al- 
most any other iron or steel substance 
you will not weep during tho process 
of pooling onions. 

In a lengthy article on fall sickness, 
Dr. Hall concludes that if persons in 
tho country, where intermitont fevers 
prevail, would adopt tho breakfast be- 
fore going out of doors, and keep a 
blazing fire upon tho hearth in tho 
hearth in tho living room during 
morning and evening, fevers aiid 
chills would almost entirely disappear 
as a prevailing disease 

Chimney soot is said to be a valua- 
ble stimulant and fertilizer for garden 
flowers. A lady who hadtriotl in vain 
to train a climbing roso and grape 
vino ovor her windows was despairing 
over tho stunted plants, when some 
one recommended "soot tea." Forth- 
with sho made sonio "tea," taking a 
tea-cupful of soot to a quart of water. 
Two or three dosos administered to 
both roso and vino effectually revived 
them. They grow rapidly.
